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The Cleveland Museum of Art Loans Treasures to 
Great Lakes Science Center’s China: 7000 Years of Discover 

Visitors Encouraged to ‘Complete Experience with Trip to CMA’ 


CLEVELAND (June 3, 2003) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) announced today the loan of four 
treasured objects from its Asian collection to the Great Lakes Science Center’s current exhibition, China: 7000 
Years of Discovery. The items will be on display through the exhibition’s Sept. 1 closing. 

According to CMA Director Katharine Lee Reid, “China: 7000 Years of Discovery is a historically 
informative show and we are glad to be able to partner with the Science Center in enlightening our region about the 
artistic contributions China has made throughout the last seven millennia. In particular,” she added, “ we are 
pleased to be able to collaborate with an institution that makes education a top priority as well as the Science 
Center does.” 

CMA’s world-renowned Chinese art collection spans more than 6,000 years, dating from pre-history to the 
modern era. Encompassing a variety of art forms including sculpture, bronzes, jades, ceramics, lacquer, bamboo 
carvings, paintings and calligraphy, the collection’s strength rests in its paintings and ceramics. 

The four pieces on loan to the Science Center are: a Jun Ware Bowl of glazed stoneware from a period of 
history between China’s Jin (1 1 15-1234) and Yuan (1279-1368) dynasties; a Container in the Form of a Unicorn 
made of cloisonne enamel and gilt copper dating back to the Qianlong reign (1735-1795) of China’s Qing dynasty 
(1644-1911; and a Cizhou Ware Plum Blossom Vase (Meiping), made of slip-coated stoneware with painted 
underglaze decoration, which dates to a period between the China’s Northern Song Dynasty (960 A.D. - 1 127) and 
the Jin Dynasty (11 15-1234); and a Longquan Ware Lotus Bowl of glazed porcelain, dating back to China’s 
Southern Song Dynasty (1127-1279). 

According to Dr. Ju-Hsi Chou the Museum’s curator of Chinese Art, “The pieces on loan are meant to 
complement the display with authentic artifacts from the CMA’s Asian collection. These pieces allow the audience 
to appreciate the fine ceramic and metal work that has come out of the Chinese culture.” Chou encourages visitors 
to the China exhibition to complete this unique cultural experience with a tour of the Museum’s significant 
Chinese Art collection
